Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney Mintz provided a summary of why the submitted references 
do not read on the instant claims. The examiner indicated that these comments would be taken into consideration 
when reviewing the application. The following is a summary of Attorney Mintz's comments with regard to each 
reference. 

Long et al. teaches removing sulfur prior to reaction and teaches away from making syn gas. 

Philippe et al. teaches long contact times, H2S to Sulfur at low temperatures below 500C, cooling around catalyst to 

keep temperatures low, not making syn gas. 

Schinski teaches removing sulfur before reaction and converting to a high molecular weight. 

Anumakonda et al. teaches making syn gas but is not making elemental sulfur, there is no sulfur condenser, 

processing is of heavy hydrocarbons with a catalyst which can tolerate some sulfur content . 
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
